A rotten timber is used in building a ship, and the vessel sinks; a faulty | 
rail is laid in a track, and a train is wrecked; a careless camper neglects 
to put his five, and a terrible conflagration wipes out,a forest. 

And how often has a hasty word, an insulting remark, led to family 
and business estrangements with dire results to all concerned. 

How often, too, has the peace and friendliness of an entire community 
been destroyed because of the whispered scandal, the unguarded reflection 
upon the honor and integrity of another, the prejudiced utterance casting 
aspersions upon those of different races or religious beliefs. 

All little things in comparison to their terrible effects and disastrous 
results; !

It may be that after some years, of 
over-eating, Irregular eating, failure 
to eat the right kinds of foods, or be-

One of the first evidences 
of this failure is an upset or disturb- 
ance of the digestive system.

‘| Valuable Information On the Care 


and Feeding Of Newely- 
Hatched Birds: 

The laying season for' geese has 
commenced, and in a few weeks the 
gosling crop of the year will be on 
its way towards maturity. The lay- 
ing is usually begun about the first 
of April, and it is not uncommon for 
® goose to lay upwards of twenty- 
five eggs in a season. The goose 
usually lays every second day and al- 
most always in the early morning. 
Nests have to be provided, and each 
female should have a separate one. 
It Is a habit of the goose to cover 
her eggs before leaving the_ nest. 
This ‘is a wise provision of nature, in 
protecting the eggs against chilling. 
When the laying season is completed, 
the goose becomes broody and then 
may be given about ten eggs for in- 
cubation. Extra eggs may be set un- 
der hens or in an incubator. About 
four eggs is as many as a hen can 
take care of. 

The incubation period is thirty-one 
days. Circular No. 55 of the Depart-

When any person, child or adult, 
has pain in the abdomen, even when 
the pain is not accompanied by 
nausea and vomiting, the family 
physician should be sent for at once 
The only satisfactory treatment for 


appendicitis is operation. The chance 
of recovery practically depends upon 
the interval of time between the 
onset of the symplomgs and the opera- 


tion. To delay in securing prompt 


treatment is to gamble with life 
itself. { 

There is one thing in particular 
that will, in many cases, greatly 
lessen or take away the chance of 


recovery, and that ig the use of al 
purgative laxative, 

No person suffering from abdomin- 
al pain should take or be given a 
burgative or laxative unless ordered 
to do so by a physician. The loss of 
bowel movement is not going to do 
any harm, whereas the activity 
stirred up by a purgative, when 
nature hag kept the bowel quiet on 
account of an inflamed appendix, 
may be disastrous. 

Abdominal pain is sufficient reason 
for calling the family physician.
